The investigation began when I started hearing murmurs about the NFL seeking to permanently 
disqualify retired players from the settlement if an aspect of their condition had been "misrepresented." 
Early efforts to obtain additional information and supporting documents met with roadblocks at every 
turn, but Advocacy for Fairness in Sports has now obtained documents confirming the NFL's devious 
plan.
